Belle will receive $10 million ayear for the next 
five years. 

A runway collision of two aircraft killed 12 people in 
Quincy, Illinois in November 1996. 

Michael Jackson announced he would be a father. Soon 
after, he married Debbie Rowe, the mother of his child. 
Debbie gave birth to a boy in February. 


Disneyland fans said good-bye to the Electric Parade on 
November 26, 1996. It will no longer be a part of the 
festivities in Disneyland, California. 

Mike Tyson made $75 million for three fights, all of which 
were sponsored by Don King. 

According to the Harris Poll, Mel Gibson was voted as 
America's favorite movie star in 1996. Second place went 
to John Wayne, Steven Segal was third, Clint Eastwood 
fourth, and Arnold Schwarzenegger and Tom Cruise tied 
for fifth. 

After being a free agent for 48 hours, Alex Fernandez 
received a $35 million, five-year contract from the Florida 
Marlins on December 9, 1996. This made Fernandez 
baseball's second-highest-paid pitcher behind Atlanta's 
John Smoltz, who will average $7.75 million under his 
four-year contract with the Braves. In terms of total 
dollars, Fernandez’s package is the most for a pitcher.

With this, Pamela 
returned to Malibu, where the couple resides, from self- 
imposed exile in Aspen. The couple eventually separated 
for good.

He 
celebrated his birthday with a party at his home in Beverly 
Hills. New York City decided to honor OF Blue Eyes by 
lighting up the top of the Empire State Building to help 
celebrate his 81 years. 

On December 15, 1996, McDonnell-Douglas Corporation 
agreed to merge with the Boeing Company, surrendering 
its independence to form the world's largest aerospace 
company. This was a $13.3 billion deal. 

A freighter crashed into a riverfront hotel-shopping 
complex in New Orleans on December 14, 1996. A total of 
116 people were hurt when the freighter “Bright Field" 
struck the Riverwalk. People raced from stores and 
eateries and leapt from a gambling boat moments before 
the crash. 

A Value Jet airliner crashed into the Florida Everglades, 
killing all its passengers, and sparking concern and debate 
over airline regulations and standards. 

When a three year-old boy fell into the gorilla habitat at 
Illinois' Brookfield Zoo, Binti-Jua, an eight year old 
female Simian Gorilla, carried the hoy to safety. For her 
heroics, Binti received a medal of honor from the 
American Legion and thousands of letters from her 
adoring fans. 

After 63 years of cleaning diapers, the Dydee Diaper 
Service of Boston, MA, folded. Victimized by the 
competition from Pampers, Huggies and other plastic 
disposables, the country’s second oldest diaper cleaning 
service went out of business. 

In December, the St. Louis Blues fired head coach/General 
Manager Mike Keenan. Keenan was a part of the Blues 
organization for two and a half years. He was replaced by 
Joel Quenneville. 

The St. Louis Rams lost their head coach Rich Brooks in 
December. He was fired. Brooks coached the Rams since 
they moved to St. Louis in 1994. The Rams failed to have a 
winning season in the twoyears under Brooks' leadership. 
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On September 21, 1996, John F. Kennedy Jr. married 
Carolyn Bessette at a secret ceremony on Cumberland 
Island, GA. Millions of women all over the world mourned 
the loss of the country’s most eligible bachelor. 

After 15 years on morning TV, Bryant Gumhel left the 
“Today” show on NBC. 

Hillary Rodham Clinton shied away from confrontation. 
The 48-year-old First Lady championed the massive health- 
care reform plan but it never became law. Nevertheless, 
Mrs. Clinton pushed ahead and had a long history of work 
on children 's issues. 

Television shows will now be rated. TV-Y for shows 
appropriate for all ages, TV-7 for shows with some violence 
or other material unsuitable for children under seven TV- 
G for all audiences, TV-PG for parental guidance 
suggested, TV- 14 for programs not suitable for children 
under 14, and TV-M for mature audiences only. The ratings 
would be made by producers and distributors of shows. 
Each network will he able to decide if it chooses to 
participate in the rating of the shows. 

The Hacienda Hotel & Casino was brought down by 
explosives at the stroke of midnight on December 31, 1996. 
Construction of a new hotel began immediately after the 
area was cleared. 

Twelve days after the official beginning of winter, the 
temperatures scooted all the way up to 72 on Thursday, 
January 2, 1997 breaking the record by four degrees set in 
1964. The normal high is 38-degrees. Last year at this time, 
the St. Louis area was buried under 8 to 10 inches of show.

According to Money Magazine, the safest city in the United 
States in 1996 was Amherst, New York, while St. Louis was 
the third most dangerous, being outranked only by 
Newark, New Jersey and Atlanta, Georgia.

When six year-old Jonathan Prevette kissed a classmate, he 
was slapped with a sexual harassment charge. 

In January, Newt Gingrich was re-elected Speaker of the 
House, despite his ethical breaches. He may have won, but 
he lost the support of many fellow Republican 
Congressm en . 

A California high school made headlines in early 1997 when 
it began teaching “Ebonics” as an official subject. A 
combination of the words “ebony” and “phonics,” Ebonics 
teaches “street” language. 

The Presidential Inauguration was held on January 20 
coinciding with the federal holiday observing Dr. Martin 
Luther King's birthday. President Clinton was the first 
Democrat to be elected to a second term since Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. 

Monday, January 13, Steve Fossett lifted off in a hot air 
balloon from Busch Stadium in St. Louis. Fossett was going 
to attempt a flight around the world. After one week he was 
forced to land in India after running out of fuel. 

Sixty year old Dick Vermeil was named the Ram 's new head 
coach. Vermeil has not been on the side lines in 1 4 years. 

The Tupac Amaru Revolutionary Movement stormed the 
Japanese ambassador’s residence in Lima, Peru on 
December 17, 1996, demanding the release of hundreds of 
jailed comrades. The rebels took more than 500 diplomats 
hostage. 

On Monday, February 1 7, 1996. the new entrance from the 
back parking lot at G.C.H.S. finally opened to students, 
faculty, and staff. 

In Scotland, sheep were cloned. Soon after, scientists in the 
USA reported cloning monkeys. 


McDonald's announced it would, with approval of its Board 
of Directors, sell the Big Mac and other sandwiches for 55- 
cents with the purchase of large fries and a large drink. 

The Democratic party nominated Clarence Harmon by a 58 
to 41 percent vote over Freemon Bosley for the St. Louis 
mayoral race. 



The “Roseanne ” show was cancelled after 1 0 seasons. 
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1. The New York Yankees brought a world 
championship back to the Bronx by edging the 
defending champion Atlanta Braves 3-2 in Game 
6 of the World Series. This was the first champi- 
onship for the Yankees since 1978, and their 
23rd overall. 

2. Olympic gold medal w r inner Michael Johnson 
was what track coaches call speed endurance — 
the ability to carry top speed. He proved he had 
endurance-plus. Johnson won an unprece- 
dented double win in the Summer Olympics in 
Atlanta. He won the 200 and 400 meter race. 

3. It was late in the third quarter when Desmond 
Howard of the Green Bay Packers returned his 
first kick off for a touchdown as a pro. And it 
was a whopper — a 99-yard return for the long- 
est kick off return in Super Bowl history. The 
Packers went on to beat the New England Patri- 
ots 35 - 21 in Super Bowl XXXI. 

4. The seven members of the U.S. women’s gym- 
nastic team won the unlikeliest of the gold 
medals in the unlikeliest of fashions. Team 
member Kerri Strug made the clinching vault 
on a bad ankle, and became an Olympic heroine 
the instant she landed. Her coach, Bela Karolyi, 
carried her to the stand to be awarded the gold 
medal. 

5. A deadly explosion disrupted the Olympic 
Games. Just as the Games were turning Atlanta 
into a giddy metropolis overflowing with tour- 
ists, a pipe bomb packed with nails exploded in 
the crowded Centennial Olympic Park. One per- 
son died instantly and another died of a heart 
attack. More than 100 people were injured. 
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1. Ross Perot, who four years earlier 
won more votes than any other inde- 
pendent Presidential candidate in 80 
years, launched a campaign as the 
1996 nominee of the Reform Party. 
The sixty-six-year-old Texas billion- 
aire was a less formidable figure than 
he was in 1994, but a very vocal candi- 
date nevertheless. Lacing his 
speeches with inspirational anec- 
dotes from American history and his 
own life, Perot lambasted budget def- 
icits and big government. 

2. William Jefferson Clinton began 
his second term in January 1997 as 
the forty-second President of the 
United States. He placed his left hand 
on a family bible held by his wife and 
took the thirty-five word oath of of- 
fice administered by Chief Justice 
William H. Rehnquist. 

3. For the first time in its history, the 
House of Representatives voted to 
reprimand and fine its speaker for 
bringing discredit on the House. The 
House Ethics Committee ruled that 
House Speaker Newt Gingrich was 
involved in using tax-exempt founda- 
tion money for his political ends. 

4. Bob Dole retired after thirty-five 
years in Congress to devote himself 
full time to running for President. At 
the age of seventy-three, the former 
senator from Kansas would be the 
oldest person elected to a first term as 
president. As his running mate he 
picked Jack Kemp, an active Repub- 
lican and former cabinet member. 
Dole and Kemp promised to give 
President Clinton a "run for his 
money.” They attacked the presi- 
dent’s character and ethics w hile pro- 
moting the Republican fifteen per- 
cent tax cut. They lost. 

5. Boris Yeltsin w r as re-elected Presi- 
dent of Russia and pledged to con- 
tinue the reforms he began five years 
ago. However, the sixty-five-y ear-old 
president began immediately to show 
the signs of severe heart problems. It 
was announced that he had at least 
two heart attacks in the previous two 
years. Open-heart surgery’ was the 
only solution to his life-threatening 
disease. 

6. Hong Kong was a British colony on 
the brink of great change in 1997. 
Great Britain’s lease on Hong Kong 
was set to expire on July 1, 1997 and 
the Chinese were poised to reclaim 
the island. After one-hundred years 
of British rule, British administration 
and jurisdiction over Hong Kong will 
end and it will become a Special Ad- 
ministrative Region of the People’s 
Republic of China. 

7. Shannon Lucid is a new record 
holder. The fifty-three-year-old shut- 
tle astronaut veteran set the women’s 
record for consecutive days in orbit 
— 188 — beating Russian cosmonaut 
Elena Kondakova. She also amassed 
223 days in orbit since 1995, making 
her America’s most experienced as- 
tronaut. 
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1. Tracy Chapman was back on the charts 
with her latest album, "New Beginning". As 
one critic wrote: "One thing Tracy Chapman 
has inevitably gained over the years is pol- 
ish. This new album is simply and impecca- 
bly orchestrated, tightly and urbanely 
played. The songs are adorned with soft jazz 
accompaniments.” 

2. Monica may be young, but she knows 
about attitude. She says she is confident, 
intelligent, self-possessed and self-assured. 
"Miss Thang” is her debut hit with Roudy 
Records. The critics say "it’s a potent, persua- 
sive and personal statement from a young 
woman who’s heading up the new breed of 
R&B singers." Monica was born and raised in 
Atlanta and began singing in her local 
church choir. 

3. "The Woman In Me” was Shania Twain’s 
biggest album of the year. It was the second 
album released by the Canadian singer, but 
it was by far her biggest hit. It went platinum 
and stayed on the Billboard Top 200 for over 
a year. She won the new country artist of the 
year award at the American Music Awards. 
As one critic said: "Shania has changed the 
face of country music for women.” 

4. Hootie & the Blowfish were once described 
as a well-meaning four piece band from 
South Carolina who made a pleasant but 
otherwise unremarkable album that should 
have sold maybe a million copies, but instead 
sold more than 13 million. So it goes. For 
their next act, Hootie and the boys produced 
"Fairweather Johnson.” 

5. Mariah Carey was only a teenager when a 
Columbia record executive heard her demo 
tape and signed her up. Her first album 
soared to the No. 2 spot and the rest is his- 
tory. It’s been solid gold ever since. When 
Mariah performs, her voice takes command 
over the battalion of background singers. 
Her latest album "Daydream” hit the No. 1 
position on the charts. 

6. The Macarena hit all the charts — from 
Latin to Pop — and enlivened dance floors all 
over the world. The song was first released 
three years ago and it became a big hit in 
Spain. Someone then had the bright idea to 
market the song internationally. Numerous 
Macarena versions have added variations to 
the basic moves of the dance, which requires 
a 360-degree turn to be completed in four 
jumps to the right. 

7. George Strait began recording hit songs 
twenty-five years ago. He’s still at it. Every 
one of his more than twenty albums for MCA 
records went at least gold and his total sales 
are now about 30 million albums. His latest 
hit, "Blue Clear Sky,” is well on its w r ay to 
gold sales. As one critic said: "Blue Clear Sky 
carries on the tradition of excellence in coun- 
try music with a collection of performances 
that continue to make George Strait the defi- 
nition of country music.” 

8. Three years ago Jewel was a fledgling 
singer-songwriter living on carrots and pea- 
nut butter sandwiches. Now, the twenty-two 
year-old performer from Alaska is a smash- 
ing success. Her debut album of bittersweet 
folk songs. "Pieces of You,” just went plati- 
num.

Mary Leakey, archaeologist who studied prehistoric man, died in December 1996. 

George Burns, a well known actor who was best known for his smoldering stogies and endless punch lines. For 35 years he co-starred with his wife Grade 
Allen on their hit radio T. V. show. He died at the age of 100. 

Minnie Pearl, a famous actress who strutted her stuff on the stage of the Grand Ole Opry died in March at the age of 83. She was famous for greeting HOW- 
DEEEE on the show “Hee Haw". 

Tupac Shakur. the famous gangsta thug rapper died at the age of 25 in a Las Vegas drive -by. He had three solo albums in which the third reached No. 1. 
Before serving a prison sentence for sexual abuse, he had been shot five times. He later commented about the pre-prison shooting, *7 wish they didn ’t miss. 99 

Erma Bombeck. humorist and columnist, died at the age of 69. “If done properly, housework kills, ” she said. With this kind of profound humor, she stormed 
the white picket fences of suburbia in her twice-weekly column, her regular TV spots, and her best-selling books. 

Audrey Meadows. 71. best known for being Jackie Gleason's wife, Alice Kramden, in the television series. “The Honeymooners . " 

Dana Hill, actress best known for the sound of her voice on the television series, “Duckman. 99 She died at the age of 32. 

Greg Morris. 61. know for being in the television series “Mission Impossible. “Morris was the talented electronics expert who knew everything and was able 
to repair and build whatever was necessary in every episode. 

Ted Bessell, 61, actor director. He played the guy opposite Mario Thomas in the series, “That Girl. 99 

Vince Edwards played the talented doctor “ Ben Casey" on television. This show was the ER of its time. He died at 67. 

Spiro Agnew. former vice president, died in September. He was 77. As governor of Maryland, he'd taken tens of thousands of dollars in graft. In October 
1973. 10 months before the Watergate scandal toppled his boss, Agnew became the first vice president to resign in disgrace. He was fined $10,000 and 
sentenced to three years probation. 

Juliet Prow'se, dancer and actress on stage and screen, died at age 59. 

Greer Garson, actress, died at age 92. She was graceful and beautiful. 

Neil Reagan, older brother of former President Ronald Reagan and retired advertising executive, died at age 88. 

Mark Frankel died September 24 in a tragic motorcycle accident. He was one of the stars in the T. V shows “Sisters, 99 “ Fortune Hunter. “ and “ Kindred : The 
Embraced. 99 

Eleazar Carvalho w as a former conductor of the St. Louis Symphony. He died at the age of 84. 

David Packard, co-founder of the Hewlett-Packard Co. died at the age of 83. 

Rush H. Limhaugh Sr., Cape Girardeau attorney and grandfather of the controversial talk show host Rush Limbaugh. 

Jessie White, famous character actor best know n for his 22-year commercial stint as the Maytag Repairman. He died at the age of 79 due to complications 
of surgery. 

Rene Lacoste. French tennis champion of the 1920 9 s, died at the age of 92. 

Curt Smith, ow ner and founder of the Curt Smith Sporting Goods Store. 

Bill Monroe, father of country bluegrass music. He influenced such singers as Elvis Presley and Bob Dylan. He died in September at the age of 74. 

Fred Lip. inventor of the first electric watch. 

Ron Brown. Secretary' of Commerce in the presidential cabinet. A brilliant strategist and an elite Washington lawyer, he used his race to bridge the prejudice 
in America. He died at the age of 54 in a plane crash over Croatia. 

Claudette Colbert, actress and star of the famous movie “It Happened One Night, 99 died at the age of 92.

Christopher Robin Milm, namesake of the famous Winnie-the-Pooh character. The cartoon episodes were based on the boy's childhood fantasies. 

Melvin Allen, the broadcaster for the New r York Yankees died at the age of 82. 

Ella Fitzgerald, singer. In her career she won 13 Grammys and was “Down Beat" magazine’s top female singer of the year 2 1 times. Her fabulous voice, which 
came naturally to her. made Ella a popular figure for everyone to love. 

Paul Erdos died in September at the age of 83. He was perhaps the greatest mathematician of the 20th century. His lust for numbers w as one that no one 
could ever understand, while his w'ork was just as mystical. 

Timothy Leary, nicknamed the Ultimate Pied Pieper, died at the age of 75. The one time Harvard Professor who w as fired for sharing LSD with undergrads 
led a very wild life. His variety of antics included an escape from prison, and an acquisition of a site on the world wide web. 

Margaux Hemingway, 41, actress and grand-daughter of Ernest Hemingway, killed herself. 
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Dorothy Lamour, actress, died at the age of HI. On screen, as in life, Ms. I, amour was a lady of quality, beauty, and class. What made her one of Hollywood's 
top stars in the late 1930*8 and 40’s was her memorable seven “Road" flickes she did with Boh Hope and Bing Crosby. 

Roger Tory Peterson, famous ornithologist-artist-author. His pocket-sized guidebook simplified bird watching for many people. He died in his sleep at the 
age ofH7. 

Nelson "Nellie" Hagnauer, Madison County Chairman of the Board, was an influential figure in today's modern politics. 

Lash LaRue, western film actor famous for being the only good guy to wear black, died at the age of 71. 

Virginia Christine, best known as Mrs. Olsen in the Folgers Coffee commercials . died at the age of 76. 

John Chancellor, anchorman for NBC, died at the age of 68. 

Butterfly McQueen, actress that played the maid in the famous movie "Gone With The Wind. " died at the age of 84. 

Pete Rozelle. NFL Commissioner for 30 years, died at the age of 70. 

Howard Rollins, actor from the television series, "In the Heat of the Night, " died at the age of 46. He died December 8, 1996 of a bacterial infection due to 
complications from lymphoma. Rollins was dismissed from the series in 1993 because of drug abuse. 

Dr. Haing S. Ngor. actor best known for his performance in the movie "The Killing Fields. " 

Carl Stokes, first African-American mayor in the U.S. was 68 when he died. 

Admiral Jeremy Boorda, the top U.S. Navy officer, was the first man to enlist in the Navy and graduate up to the ranks of Chief of Naval Operations. He died 
at the age of 53. 

John McSherry', a well-respected umpire in baseball, died at 51. 

Johnny "Guitar" Watson, who stands alongside Bo Diddly and Chuck Berry as one of the founders of rock and roll, was 61 when he died. 

P.L. Travers, author of the story "Mary Poppins, " died at age 96. 

Albert R. "Cubby" Broccoli, director of five "James Bond" movies, died at the age of 87. 

McLean Stevenson, actor who played the role of Lt. Col. Henry Blake on the television show M-A-S-H. died at the age of 66. 

Jessica Mit ford, journalist best known for her work on the story "The American Way of Death, " died at the age of 78. 

Don Simpson, film producer known for the movie "Beverly Hills Cop, " died at the age of 52. 

Jerry Siegal, co-creator of superman, died at the age of 81. 

Francois Mitterrand, president of France, died at the age of 79. 

Patsy Montana, western singer known for her song "1 Wanna Be a Cowboy's Sweetheart. " died at the age of 87. 

Tommy Rettig. the little boy who always stood beside his pal Lassie in the television show of the same name, died at the age of 54. 

Jimmy "The Greek " Snyder, a famous oddsmaker that was either loved or hated by everyone, died at the age of 76. 

William Colby, CIA director that rebuffed President Nixon *8 attempt to use the CIA for domestic purposes, died at the age of 76. 

Sterling Morrison, famous musician from the band "Velvet Underground, "died at the age of 53. 

Rudolf Wanderone Jr., nicknamed "Minnesota Fats," the famous pool shark, died this year. 

Barbara Jordan, congresswoman activist, died at the age of 59. 

Herb Edelman, actor on the television show "Golden Girls. " died at the age of 62. 

John Beradino. actor on the television soap opera "General Hospital, " died at the age of 79. 

Mary Thompson, who was until her death the oldest living American, died at the age of 120. 

Jessica Durboffdied at the age of seven while trying to become the youngest pilot ever to fly solo across the country. 

Marcello Mastroianni. dubbed "The Latin Lover. " a very famous Italian movie star, died this year. He made more than 120 films. 

Curt Flood, former Cardinal baseball great. During his years with the Cardinals, the acclaimed centerfielder won 7 gold gloves and played 226 games 
straight without making a single error. After the Cardinals traded him. he sued the Reserve Clause and was a pioneer for free agency. He died of throat 
cancer at the age of 59. 

Ennis Cosby, son of the actor comedian Bill Cosby, was brutally shot while changing a flat tire along the highway in Los Angeles. He was 27. 

Tom Parker, former manager of Elvis Presley, died at the agt ? of 87 from a stroke. 

Paul Tsongas. former U.S. Senator who ran for the Republican nomination for President in 1992, died in the beginning of 1997. 

Deng Xiaoping, one-time paramount leader of China, died in February 1997. 

Notorious B.I.G., Christopher Wallace, rapper with Bad Boy Records, was shot to death in Los Angeles on March 9. 

Adriana Case-Lotti. 80, voice of Walt Disney character Snow White, died January 19 after a bout with cancer.

Branch out and enlarge the scope of one’s 
interest. Sometimes enlarging that scope 
doesn’t come as easily as expected. But after 
discovering the world of industrial education, 
the task becomes a little easier. 

Opportunities that were never thought pos- 
sible in some of the accelerated classes are 
now at the students’ fingertips. They can form 
their own little branch that suits them per- 
fectly. These branches include welding, auto 
mechanics, graphic arts, electronics, building 
trades, computers (drafting), and machine 
shop. 

Students enrolled in the industrial program 
at Granite City High School gain enough 
information about their field so that when 
they apply for a job the employer will be more 
likely to hire them. This is because the em- 
ployer will not need to take time to train 
them. This gives the students advantages. 
Skilled workers are becoming very scarce. 

After being enrolled in the vocational pro- 
gram, students at GCHS can leave high school 
expecting a variety of opportunities once they 
enter the working world. Besides high wages 
many benefits can also be included. Workers 
can receive health insurance, paid vacations 
and retirement plans. When students that are 
currently enrolled in these classes were

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ATHLETIC CHANGES 


When the Granite City school system started to renovate the high school, Mr McKechan, the athletic director at 
GCHS, decided that the athletic complex could use a well-deserved face lift. Most of the complex was starting to show 
signs of aging. For instance, the bleachers that are on the girls soccer/ football Field were built in 1958. The press 
box that sits behind the stands was built in 1967. The fence that surrounds the entire athletic complex was erected 
in 1975. It was for those reasons that Mr. McKechan decided that the athletic complex could use a face lift. 

Mr. McKechan First consulted Mr. Brad Eavenson, the Director of Buildings and Grounds, to help organize the 
reconstruction of the athletic complex. The next step was to start the surgery. 

The First item to go under the knife was the press box that stands on the girls soccer/ football Field. It received 
a fresh coat of paint in the beautiful school colors of red, black, and white. The signs on the press box that spell out 
Warriors also received a fresh coat of paint. 

The old concession stand that was built by the band boosters was the next item up for a make-over. The building 
First received a new roof, then it too was painted red, black, and white to match the press box. This building is now 
used for storage for the track team. 

The scoreboards on both the boys soccer/baseball Field and the girls soccer/football Field were repainted in red 
for more school spirit. The goal posts used on the girls soccer/ football field were painted a bright yellow similar to 
the ones in professional sports. 

The old rusty fence that encircled the athletic complex was taken down as well. In its place, a new dark green 
fence was erected. A second brand new dark green fence also encircles the entire girls soccer/football field. 

GCHS was the first school in the area to paint murals on the field. This was done for both the football field and 
the boys soccer field during the fall. It serves as a moral booster for the teams. It also looks great. 

One of the major renovations on the boys soccer/baseball field was the addition of two new sets of bleachers. 
Before the new bleachers were added, workers had to move the old set of bleachers for the start of the soccer season. 
It would take ten men approximately two days to move the bleachers to their new position. Mud occupied the spot 
where the bleachers were placed. This was a hindrance because everyone that would attend the soccer games would 
end up with a pair of muddy shoes. To eliminate this problem, a concrete slab was poured on the opposite side of 
the field. The new bleachers were placed on this slab, where they would have a permanent home. Behind the 
bleachers a new press box was built for the boys soccer/baseball field. This press box also serves as an announcers 
booth. 

Behind both the new bleachers and press box the school built a new storage facility. The Granite City Elks donated 
$4,400 to build the new facility. This building has dual purposes. The soccer team uses it as a meeting room between 
games, and it is used for storage. 

There are still many things that may happen to the athletic complex. Mr. McKechan is looking into a portable 
concession stand for soccer games, two more sets of bleachers for the boys soccer/baseball field, and new bleachers 
for the entire girls soccer/football stadium. There is also a possibility of an all-weather track being added to the 
stadium. It would replace the cinder track that is presently being used. 

Memorial Gymnasium is also getting a new look on the inside. The gym was painted with more red to emphasize 
the school colors. The windows are also going to be repainted since the black paint is peeling off. There is a possibility 
that two new sets of volleyball nets are going to be added to the gym, as well as new basketball hoops. 

Banners purchased by the 1994-1995 Student Council were also added to the gym. The banners show the many 
different sports in which Granite City has won a state championship. They hang from the rafters in the middle of 
the gym to give it a college-type look. In the front foyer, Student Council has also purchased a sign to honor all 
students who are currently playing sports and are on the honor roll. This athletic honor roll requires a grade point 
average of 4.25 or higher. Also, pictures of former GCHS students that are now playing college sports were added 
to the trophy case. 

The annex, next to the gymnasium, is also being renovated. As of right now, one would think they were entering 
the dungeon of GCHS. To fix this problem the annex is going to be repainted in the same pattern as the press box 
at the football field: red, black, and white. Banners will also be hung in the annex to promote school spirit and to 
take away from the dungeon appearance. 

The athletic complex will be receiving a new weight room. The weight room has dimensions of 75 x 100 feet. Any 
person that is in training or plays a sport will be allowed to use the room. The room will have a full array of weights 
as well as girls and boys locker rooms. This addition will not take place for several years. 

Mr. McKechan stated that the tennis courts will be replaced after the reconstruction of GCHS is over. He said 
that eventually softball could possibly be played on campus instead of at Wilson park. These future possibilities for 
the athletic complexes at GCHS give current and future students a positive outlook on athletics at the high school. 

The athletic face lift that Granite City High School is receiving is something that the students and community 
have deserved for a long time. Some of it is still a vision for the future, but everyone hopes that it will become a 
reality.

BIRD, OF MICE AND MEN, A SEPERATE PEACE, THE GREAT GATSBY, WATERSHIP DOWN, and THE ADVENTURES 
OF HUCKLEBERRY FINN. Most of these books contain some moral lesson, but some are just plain entertaining. 

These classes, along with the help of pro-reading T. V. shows, like READING RAINBOW and the THE LETTER PEOPLE, make 
students want to "read more about it.” In the immortal words of Levar Burton, "You don’t have to take my word for it.” Here 
are some favorite books of the junior class:

GO FOR THE GOLD 

The 1996 Summer Olympics were held in Atlanta, Georgia. Many young athletes worked their entire 
lives for that one glorious moment to stand on that platform while millions of people watched them 
receive the gold and listen to the national anthem. 

There are many different events to compete in at the Olympics. They range from archery to yachting. 
Some are more popular than others to spectators. The most popular are basketball, baseball/softball, 
gymnastics, soccer, swimming, track and field, and volleyball.

The highlight of it all was the closing ceremonies. The flame was extinguished and all the Olympic 
athletes participated in a peaceful celebration.
